The Burn in g Eloquence and Con- 
vincing Logic of the Common- 
wealth's Attorney in the 
Luther Radford Case. 

Uknti.kmen ok thk ji'HY : 
I have leai lied since coining into 

this court thai out of your number 
Is eiok from the labora'nf lliis trial. 
Your labor ami service Iihh been 
tedious and ardnoui ami I feel dis- 
pnsiil In eongrululHlu you tlial Ilia 
lime drawn near when "the esse will 
lie eiim liicled. I beg J our indulgent* ' 
this morning, gcnllrnion of Hie jury, 
while I come us Coltimrinweainis 
Attorney, representing lliu prnsccu- 
lion, to -ii Inn i i a few observations on 
tho law anil facts of this ease. The 
l»W as delivered by I lie court needs 
hut liltlo explanation. Whatever 
may be involved in the fact* ot the 
caw the law in plainly laid down and 
Understood, Very much has. been 
said not gcrmain nor material to the 
iiucHtlon under disc ussion. You have 
heard talk of animus on I he pari of 
witnesses for the prosecution. Col. Mc- 
rhersou called it the "persecution'' 
and Col. Sims called it "llic relentless 
and unholy prosecution " They have 
said that gentlemen have bceii en- 
gaged to aid tin- prosocution from 
abroad, imported to holp in waning 
a hitler warfare upon this man, in 
older that blood might be shed. This, 
goiillctueii, is but to divert your at- 
tention from tho issuo involved iu 
this case. This has heen the custom 
from Ihcorganl/.sUon of the state that 
counsel liave been called to aid In 
bringing guilty men to punishment. 
However that may be, I feel that 
coming as I do iu tho capacity or 
I 'oin inoii weall h *s Attorney, without 
fee or reward, and with the result 
immaterial to mo except as to the in- 
terest I feel as a good citizen iu the 
enforcement of the law, that I can 
talk to you with no forked lougiiu I 
have no interest hut to discharge my 
sworn duty |'{ciitlcincn, it is impos- 
sible that I should have aughi against 
the prisoner. I uovcr saw him until 
lie was arraigned at the bar. There 
is no reason why 1 should do more 
than perform my sworn duly. Tho 
law presumes every uiau innocent 
until bo is proven guilty. If after 
considering tho fads you entertain a 
reasonable doubt of 'his guilt it in 
vour duty In strip the shackles from 
Ids limbs, nubar bis prison dour and 
hid him breathe the air of liberty. 

NTATINO THE KAITS. 

(ii-iitleiucu of the Jury, upon the 
SSrdofDee, 1884, Jacob UTorlse was 
residing in the southern portion of 
this county and managing tho farm 
if Mrs. Eliza Steger, Iu the bloom or 
health and vming manhood. On Unit 
evening he had gone to his room with 
l'clt r Adeoek, who had called to pay 
him a Iriendly visit. After thev had 
been there half an hour or more, To- 
rian seated himself at a (able with 
bis face to the lire and with Adeoek 
in his left and began writing a letter 
for his friend. While thus engaged 
assassin's bullet came crashing 
through lb" glass and Torian falls a 
piiveriug corpse upon the floor. Ad- 
cock, shot and wounded, files for 
refuge and safely to the door and 
when he attempts to unbolt the door 
lliids that he loo Is wounded. While 
Opening llic door with his left hand, 
his right arm hanging helpless bv 
his side, three other shots ure II red at 
him and find a lodgment in the win- 
dow mid wall beyond. Thus you 
learn in a few words Innv Torian was 
killed and Aihock wounded by the 
live shots which wero ll roil through 
the window on that December even- 
ing. This is a simple recital of the 
tacts iu this caso. It is more potent 
and more powerful than auv language 
can depict the crime. Tills young 
man, so far as he knew, had not enemy 
upon tho face of Hie earth. He wus 
the friend, as ho supposed, of every 
man in the community. Sc exemplary 
and so kind was he that Mrs. Steger 
tells you that nhe Inn! learned to re- 
gard him as a son, and Lizzie Steger 
looked upon him as a brother. Such 
was tho mildness and tho gentleness 
of tho man that some cold-blooded, 
cruel and heartless assassin crept mid 
crawled iu slime to that window and 
without cause, without excuse and 
without provocation hurled bis mil 
into eternity. This surpasses all the 
villainy and atrocity ot romance and 
is ouly'cc|iialcd by the blackest pages 
in the records of history. Such u 
man did not belong to the human 
species, although he inav have worn 
llic human form. He deserves to ho 
ulssted with lieuds and demons 
brought by tho imagination from the 
realms of tho damned. No thug iu 
the wilds of India could surpass (his 
crime in cuormity. Nor Hie Islanders 
of Java whoso religion is to murder. 
He is the proper associate of mon- 
strosities who disgrace tho human 
form. Wu arc told that in Scotland 
there w as a man whose business: was 
lo niurdor efla who gained a liveli- 
hood by selling the bodies of his vic- 
tims. Even this is no worso than 
tho crime committed by some assas- 
sin in Ibis county, nine months ago. 

I want (o impress this idea on your 
mind', 

The man who did this deed is not 
lo ho judged by the ordinary stand 
anls. Such (lends, such abandoned 
wretches arc not movcdjby Hie same 
feelings and impuUci that arc found 
iu the breast of man. So when tho 
counsel for (he defense talk of what 
you would liavu done and what 
you would not have done it cannot 
apply to you in tho light of tills crime. 

II can only apply to a man capable 
of such a dastardly deod as this was. 
I have said that Torian was assassin- 
ated in your Statu and iu your county. 
About this there is no controversy, 
no disagreement. There is no con- 
trovoi'sity that Torian was shot and 
killed. That the deed was done with 
a Smith & Wesson pistol No. ::s, and 
that tliis ball taken from his body is 
the deadly mcsBongoi' that -lied Ids 
life's blood. It is a fact that lie wus 
not only murdered and assassinated 
on Dee. 23, 1884, but it was also done 
at 2u minutes past (i o'clock, as 1 be- 
lieve tho evidence shows. 

THK QUESTION OF TIME. 

Here I begin to divergo from the 
other gentleman. They suy that 
it occurred about 7 o'clock and you 
are urgod with all tho vchoineiico of 
power and eloquence that it might 
have been at 7 o'clock. Wo must 
come up to the law and facts. What 
is tho proof? The gentlemen toll you 
that it Is merely a numerical quostioii. 
That we are to count both sides and 
decide with the majority of witnesses, 
To add up one sldo sud then the other 



and declare tho result. Ilut gentle- 
men, this is not a question of num- 
bers. Adcock said on the night of 
the inquest, while racked with pain 
and as he lay upon a bed of death, as 
he supposed, when the question was 
put to him, wounded, paiu-strickou 
and brightened that the shooting oc- 
cured about 7 o'clock. Mat West, 
the young uiau living on the premises, 
says it occurred about 7 o'clock. 
Kufus Whitlock, who lived a mile 
beyond suys it was about 7 o'clock 
Nuthan Davie suys it wus about 7 
o'clock. Ilut gentlemen, it was re- 
served for Mi>. Whitlock, a lady 
and I want In suy right here that in 
the eulogy pronounced upon her 1 
heartily concur— aye, it was reserved 
for her to cup Hie climax by slating 
that she hcanl three shots at precisely 
7:20 o'clock. I have no criticisms, 
direct nor indirect, lo make on Ibis 
but I could but bo struck with the 
fallacy of tho reason assigned for 
looking at the clock. "The wagons 
had come home and Mr. Whillock 
didn't go to bed until they came." 
This seemed to me but slight reason, 
to be irrelevant and absurd, but I 
hsvo no questions, nocsvilto make. 
Even Mr. McPhcrson, in at- 
tempting to tuuke her statement con- 
sist with t lie theory lie was trying to 
ostablisb, absolutely says that the 
clock was loo fast. This is undoubtedly 
true. We have no information what 
time that was. Whether the clock 
wus sul tho day, Die week or the yosr 
before. She only says tho clock 
showed tho time lo be twenty minutes 
past seven. Nothing is more uncer- 
tain than guessing at timcor distance ; 
saying "about'' won't do. In matters 
of importance the honest mind wuuts 
no guesswork. In this case wo need 
not lo rely upon any guesswork. We 
have the testimony oftwo young men 
who on that same evening a 
mile or more distant from Mrs. Sie- 
ger's— Jas. Wither- and Jas. Mont- 
gomery—in no way interested in this 
ase, had their attention arrested by 
live reports iu an alrliuo direction lo 
Mrs. Slegor's. These young men 
beard not throe but live shots. One 
observed lo the other "they are be- 
ginning to lake Christmas earlv al 
O'.Val's," which was directly' in a 
line to Mrs. Sieger's. They walked 
strait from the iiike to the ho S', 2oU 
or :KX) yards, to plsy checkers, and 
Montgomery as he stepped into Hie 
door said lo Withers, "My clock is 
slopped, lell motile time." Withers 
looked at his watch and ll was (i:ltC 
o'clock. There was no guesswork, 
no impression about this. It was an 
actual fact committed and recorded 
on the dial plate of an English watch. 
Mr. Withers said he supposed they 
were from lb ice to live minutes walk- 
ing to the bouse. I say ami 1 Im- 
press upon yon that here is a fact so 
lixed that lolteible mi ii may fas en 
upon the truth. Talk about four 
men who guessed it was 7 o'clock. 
Genlkweu the mere statement flf 
one man who knew the time is 
enough. Every man in this court 
house may gllCM ut the lime and 1 
will take my watch against the guess 
of every one of them. Thoro can he 
no doubt, no question about it when 
I know that my wulch is correct. 
Then thcro need be no cavil about 
the shooting occurring prior Io0:30 
o'clock, by from J too minutes. There 
is m> escaping it. The shooting that 
killed and assassinated Torian took 
place at (i :2o that evening. |.. i there 
lie no matter of impression iu this 
Investigation. 1 believe then gentle- 
men that I have sufficient!) establish- 
ed the fact, if anything is to be de- 
duced from testimony, that the shoot- 
ing was done at <i:2,'i, and not nt. 7 
dock as contended by lliootherslde, 
(icullcmcu I waul to advert to this. 

TIIK MOTIVB. 

ll is said in defense of (Ids man, 
and it is urged that ho had no ad- 
equate motive for the deed. That 
there is no crime without a motive. 
It may be true thut motive is at the 
basis oT every crime, but wo can't 
always discover tho motive. You 
have known cases and 1 hsvo known 
cusps. In Lyon, county I stood a few 
years ago and ttlikod lo two neigh- 
bors and farmers who sat upon a 
jury together. They were friends 
and lived near each oilier. Not ton 
days afterwards ono of them 
armed hiinsolf Willi a double- 
barreled shot-gnu and went 
to his neighbor's houso and 
while ho was in sight of Ids wife and 
children, in his barn ougaged iu mak- 
ing a coffin for his little grand-child, 
deliberately leveled the gun and kill- 
ed him on the spot. Thcro is not 
living man who has ever been able to 
assign a motive lor the crime The 
secret was locked in the murderer 
own heart. And yet no ono will de- 
ny that ho was prompted by a motive 
and a strong one, hut it never came 
to light, lie abandoned all, family, 
friends, properly and everything, and 
to-day that man is a fitgilivo from 
justii e. 

Iu this case wo are not left in such 
a strait as that. Whoever may have 
done this I here Is abundant motive 
exhibited In tho rocords for this of- 
fense. It is a fact nroven and it is 
tho truth. This young man became 
acquainted with Miss Lizzio Steger 
and Ins aim a constant visitor to her 
mother's house. It is a fact that this 
prisoner had became enamored of 
this young lady, thai the passion of 
lovo had warmed and swelled his 
bosom. The facts show Hint ho was 
a constant hanger-on and devoleti 
lover of this girl. She sal in that chair 
blushing iu her purity and trembling 
with emotion and stated that time 
and lime again lie hud addressed her 
and begged and pleaded witli her for 
her hand in marriage and had as of- 
ten been refused. Then answered 
when questioned Hint slio could como 
nearer telling tho davs that he did 
not come than the days he did. The 
dofenso would liuvo you believe thcro 
is nothing iu this because she told 
Itadford slio was not going lo marry 
Torian. It shows Hie feeling of the 
man. lie doesn't bclievo the state- 
ment though often repeated, lie 
said to her "I know you dony it, but 
you arc." Not content with pressing 
ids suit with the girl hcrsol r ) ho car- 
ried the matter to llic old lady ami 
talked to her about his suspicions. 
"You say it is all a mlth, how is It 
that Torian is having a now suit of 
clothes mado?" Slio denies it. "I 
know Lizzie's secrols, slio Is a truth- 
ful and a dutiful daughter and an 
obedient child. You aro mistaken, 
Lizzie is not going to marry Jake 
Torian." The tamo refrain comes 
hack, "I know you would say that, 
but I know sho is. You needn't toll 
me that." Ho plies the old lady with 
these questions. Gentlemen, he didn't 
believe a word either of them said 
about it, This question of his mar- 



riage was his ono thought bv day 
and dream by night. What cise do 
you hear? When lie goes, never in- 
vited, but treated, I lake ll, with 
courtesy, and sleeps In the very bed 
of Torian, who hud gouo oil' on s vis- 
it to Trigg Co., wliai docs he say to 
1'clcr Adcock ? The same question 
is in his heart, the same thought 
wells up into his throat. He talks lo 
Adcock. lie knows they are friends 
and perhaps confidants. "What about 
this thing? Don't yon believe To 
riuu is going to marrv Lizzie Sieger? 
Adcock replies "I know nothing 
about It," This wus but a short lime 
before the killing and what doe 
Itadford say? "They are fixing lo 
marry now,' Juke tells me he is not 
but I know he is lying uliout It." 1 
know thut the girl upon whom I 
have set my heart's affections is to 
becomo the wife of another. The 
gentlemen say there Is nothing iu this. 
Thai there arc plenty other girls. It 
may ho gentleman Hint 99 out of 100. 
aye thai 999,999 out of a million men 
might have done otherwise, but wo 
know there have been parallels to this 
very case. Jealousy may burn Iu 
the heart like .Etna's burning breast 
of flame. Did you not hour Mr. Hen- 
ry read the dispatch yesterday thai 
(old whore a jury hud passu! a death 
sentence upon IJob Fowler for the 
murder of Lyds Harnett, lie way- 
laid her on the public, highway on 
Aug. lti, and cut her throat from car 

10 car because she refined to marry 
him. I commend that jury in Union 
Co. Thcro was a man capable of do- 
i tig a deed like Ibis from the same 
inoi'ue. Silcli monstrosities iu hu- 
man shape cuuT lie accounted for by 
l.ii ma i. reason. Thcro wus a case al- 
luded lo by Mr. Henry In Ihi- Boun- 
ty. I remember it although the ob- 
livious waves of 25 years have swept 
over the crime. There was a \oung 
woman iu lho> southern pari of this 
county, in the bloom of youth, her 
life innocent uud holy without spot 
or blemish. She was tho allium cd 
wife of a good man, yet thoro came 
in Hie bhapoof ma» one who sought 
hor hand. She rejected him as Liz- 
zie Steger rejected Luther Kadlonl, 
She said ''your wife I can never he," 
and a few nights froth that time as 
she sat by her ll reside, he crept, 25 
years ago, to a window and the thun- 
dering voice of a gun sent n deadly 
messenger Of death lo her heart anil 
she fell at the feel of her mot her and 
lallicr ami poured out her heart's 
blood in red libations, the victim of 

11 ej a ousyof a discarded 1 ive 1 . There 
no passion to equal this passion in 

man's breast. Just such a man, inch 
a monstrosity as murdered that girl, 
as murdered Lyda Harnett, murdered 
.lake Torian. Here was one man in 
that neighborhood who had a pow- 
erful motive that urged and drove 
and lashed him Oil. Ill tliul neighbor- 
hood where everybody known every- 
body else, nine long months have 
passed, and the linger of suspicion 
never yet pointed lo any one save 
uud except Luther C. ltadl'oid. 1'iib- 
lic seniimenl will not be fur from tho 
trulh. I stop to wonder when the 
counsel talk M earnestly and urge 
ihc absolute innocence of this man 
how is it that uowhoro is there a 
suspicion of another ? There was one 
faint move, the weak foreshadowings 
of an accusation but II has vanished 
into thin air and we have heard no 
mere of it. You heard talk of war 
and rumors of war. Where w as Ed, 
Sieger and where wus Bill Winn thut 
night? Soon it vanished and was 
forover abundonod. When they be- 
gan to question the old lady Ihev 
learned that tho man they would ac- 
cuse was in this court house armed 
with the proof thai he was iu Jack- 
son, Tehh! Hence this theory disap- 
peared and is gone and lost forever. 
Likewise Hie roads, I he trips and the 
ponds havo vanished from this jury. 

UKTTINi; llOWN TO FACTS. 

fielltlenien, if I have established 
anything by discussing I he facts, I 
have shown this, that Torian was 
murdered bv u Smith & Wesson pis- 
tol No. 38, with a bail iudontod and 
milled. 1 have established that he 
was killed and assassinated on Dee. 
23, 1881, at 25 minutes past six in the 
evening. On top of that I have shown 
that Radford had a motive to have 
committed Hint crime, I haven't said 
yet t hat he did it. Hut he had a mo- 
tive that would have moved and In- 
fluenced the man that did it. The 
only question now at issue is 
wno inn it? 

Whom do you believe did It. The 
law is that if you believe Itadford 
did it, to t.hh exclusion of a doubt, it 
Is your doty to acquit. Then 
Wllal of Itadford? What do wo 
Hud? On that day Esq. (iai- 
rott tells us that Itadford ate his 
dinner nt bis house, inountod his 
horse and rode away. He further 
says Itadford boarded at his house, 
uud that ho owned a Smith & Wes- 
son plifol No S8, that shol i Win- 
chester ball with a milled edge. The 
gentlemen say, "are you going to 
hang a man when 112,200 other men 
have the samo kind of a pistol, as 
shown by tho number ?" But as Mr. 
Howell Raid, I dou tcare if there are 
two millions of them, it is a fad that 
Luther Kadford owned ono ami it Is 
a fact that lie owned the very calibre 
and character of a weapon and ball 
that hurled Torian headlong into 
eternity. That much is a fact, wheth- 
er 1 ho did it or not. His weapon and 
balls were similar in every particular 
to the weapon and hall that killed 
Toriiui. This Is one of the circum- 
stances, of which wo hear so much 
talk that stand about this case as 
guide-posts to point to tho (ruth. 
What more? He loft Garrott's be- 
tween I and 2 o'clock. The next we 
hoar of him isat Longview. We hoar 

nothing of Ids business more than 
that ho had his horse shod at J. J. 
Cray's shop. Two new shoes put on 
the hind foci, G nails lo the shoe. No 
quostioii about that It is a fact not 
disputed. Moreover, it is a fact that 
thcro is a graveyard about 125 yards 
from tho Steger residence, where the 
murder was committed, where rest 
the mouldering remains of by-gone 
generations. Tho next inorniiig after 
the killing the track of a freshly 
shod horse were discovered there. 
Joe Adcock tells you this, that he and 
Ed Stoger saw them while looking for 
some due tot he murder, and though 
the frround was hard frozen he could 
sco by the leaves that they were tho 
tracks of a freshly shod horse. OTdy 
here and (hero a track was broken 
through tho spewed up ground whore 
he could sco the marks of new nails. 



The smooth tracks left no impress on 
tho frozen earth, TWs explains tho 
statement that all tho tracks woio 
alike. I dont say Radford's horso 
was mere, but I do say Radford's 



horse was shod the evening before 
the tracks wero seen Hie next morn 

lag. 

After Ids horse is shod Kadford 
leaves Long v low and rides iu a brisk 
trot down lite pike. What time? 
Here we again diverge. In the face 
of Hie testimony in this case I was 
surprised that it should have been 
undertaken In show that it was after 
II o'clock, nereis Gray, who savs it 
was getting dusk. Buck Itadford, 
Mack Itadford, Dr. Radford and 
Percy McKcc all suy ho came to the 
-tore and sat there until about dusk 
Which was at 5 o'clock. Shall we 
wait till darkness .overs the earth lo 
cull it dusk? I never so understood 
It. When Cod's daylight has gone 
down and the shadows of evening 
arc gone, when the light grows moie 
and more dim, the most quiet part of 
day, when 'Twilight drops her Oar* 
tain down and pins it with a star,' 
then it is that dusk lias come. The 
sun sot at 4 :I2 that evening audit 
was 5— say 5 and a half if you will- 
when ho left Longview. The next 
thing you hear or Radford is when 
ho reaches Evans,' al 7 o'clock, not 
over ~>'. : miles distant by Hie long 
onto. You ure gentlemen of sense 
and practical experience in regard to 
the speed of horses. Now, where 
was Itadford from 5' 4 till 7 o'clock, 
not less than 1 ... hours and the best 
nroorsays an liour and 55 minutes. 
Was he on his way from Long view 
to Evans'? Slop and think. This 
Is a serious mailer and I want your 
bust judgment. I say he never con- 
sumed an hour and a liulf In that 
trip. No man will believe it. You 
haven't a nltig on your farm that 
wouldn't have made it In an hour. 
Smooth country road— fast pacer— 
brisk trotter! Common sense must 
(ell you he didn't tako an hour and a 
half to ride live miles. What of the 
night? Man with his great coat, 
cup and furs, cold December evening, 
eat lb hard frozen, ieo on Hie ponds. 
Such was the night. Do you be- 
lieve it look an hour and a half over 
that smooth country road to make 
that trip ? The common sense and 
observation of every man draws 
back and denies its truth. Wo know 
that ho went to Evans'. That is not 
disputed. Here is another fact. 

WllhltK WAS UK? 

Where wa« Lullier Itadford during 
this interval ? No man says ho ever 
saw him. It is an absolute and eter- 
nal fuel that he slopped on the wuy. 
Where was be ? Tracks at graveyard : 
the direction points to Evans'. That 
very ulglil here was Reuben Tally ut 
his woodpile gelling chip! and wood 
lo warm him against that bitter nigh'. 
His at i i nt ion is arrested by a hoi so- 
man coining down the toad with the 
-peed of the wind and like the flying 
teyphyr. The resounding hoof is 
heard by Terrell, and Vauglinn 250 
yards oil' hears tho same sound <.f 
rattling feet on Ihc hard frozen 
ground. He thinks to himself, "some- 
body is siek and ho is going for the 
docior." This horseman comes, this 
unknown messenger, turns through 
the road leading up lo Evans', a utile 
further on. Gates are thrown wide 
open like toll gates at the approach 
of John (iilpin. At 5 minutes to 7 
liudford stabled his horse at Evans' 
blocks. Evans and his wifo tell > on 
that he came In and that Ids first 
words wero to ask the time. Invited 
to lake a seat at the tire, tho old 
crackling country tire, ho says, "No 
madam, I'm not cold." And li nking 
she tells you she saw perspiration in 
beads upon Ids front. Here's a man 
who has ridden 5!j miles in an hour 
and a hull', on u cold and frozen night 
and yet comes in with perspiration 
breaking from his brow and his coats 
thrown upon, saying lie is not cold. 
No sir, lie didn't want to warm, 
there was a more important quos- 
tioii than that. Now, goutlcmei', 
think about it as sensible, practical 
men. What is your idea? Why was 
hist first question about the time ? 
Directly in front of the clock, ro plain 
to Ids vision that he could sec every 
vibration of the pendulum and hear 
its every tick, and yot attracts atten- 
tion by asking the time. He is told 
that it is 5 minutes to 7 and takes 

OUt llis Willi ll. a gold Watch, gentle- 
men, and ho has it on now, and says, 
"oh, you aro too fast, its only 0:30." 
Why is this? What strange conduct! 
When you might expect a man to 
warm lie draws buck and the only 
thing that attracts his attention is a 
uestion of time. That murder was 
one with deliberation, with a pre 
arranged mind, so arranged that he 
would make it appear that lie was 
elsewhere at that time.

Later, Itadford is there, who is tho 
in a n iu ull that crowd, out of all that 
number, to suggest again the ques- 
tion of time. Enough to know the 
facts, but wo lind Radford calling the 
attention of the jury to Adcoek'a 
statcuiout that it occurred about 7 
o'clock. He sayR, "lake notice, gen- 
tlemen, lie says it was at 7 o'clock." 
Why was lie so deeply interested in 
the peculiar hour of 7 o'clock. Just 
from Evans', he know there wore wit- 
nesses lo the fact that ho was there 
at that hour. Here's Adcock who 
says it was about 7. lie little knew 
then of those two young men a mile 
away, who lixed the limo beyond 
doubt or cavil.

CLINTON, KY. 

Sept. 24th. 1885. 
En. Booth Kbmtuoku*: 

Clinton, the county seat of Hick- 
man Co., situated on the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad ami ten miles from the 
Mississippi river, is a town that lain- 
pretMing in sizo and mercantile im- 
portance, more rapidly than, per- 
haps, any other town in the Kculucky 
Purchase. This place, enjoying tlie 
best of railroad and water facilities, 
surrounded by a country that will 
Iproduco every product known to Ken- 
tucky soil, offers many iiiduccmcuU 
to those wishing to locata.in a strict 
ly moral community. About 4 years 
ago, rigid local option was establish- 
ed here, which has been so faithfully 
observed that tho thirsty throat can 
not obtain even a glass of beer or a 
drink of Ilostetter's Bittors witli 
which to relieve its drvness ; as a 
consequence of total abstinence, the 
population of Clinton has within the 
last half decade, increased from 1,000 
to 2,000; Marvin College, a flourish- 
ing institution of learning, having 
over a hundred pupils, in addition to 
Clinton college, previously establish- 
ed, has been built ; a $25y000 brick 
court house graces the public square, 
more than a dozen tine brick busi- 
ness houses have been erected and 
handsome residences almost without 
number, now dot the land about, 
which live years ago was a vacant 
waste. 

The jail here has only . r > or (! in- 
mates, all except one having been 
sent from Columbus, tho only town 
In the county WlMN whisky is sold; 
Intelligence has become the rule, not 
the exception ; (I churches, 4 white 
and 2 colored, are in a flourishing 
condition and indeed your corres- 
pondent can truthfully say that a 
moral and religious tone pervades 
the society of this place, that he has 
round in no other town. In truth 
Clinton may be considered a model 
town and it bids fair to cro long be- 
come a city second to no other in 
South West Kentucky, where hos- 
pitality and kindness (111 the heart of 
l he stranger with feelings of pro- 
t'oundest gratitude. 

Circuit Court convened here last 
Monday, with Judge James Camp- 
hell, or Paducah, in the chair and 
Charlie Thomas, also of Paducah, as 
Commonwealth's attorney. The 
docket for this term or court is small, 
embracing very few cases of note, 
tlie most important, however, being 
a murder case, continued till next 
court. 

The main points of this case are 
about as follows, viz. Kohl. Virgin 
on one day of last Spring, had some 
hard words witli one Kobt. Smith 
hut a peaceable adjustment of the diffi- 
culty having been made V irgin left, 
and was followed to his home by 
Smith and his brother. When the 
Smith Broa. reached Virgin the quar- 
rel was renewed and Virgin struck 
it. Smith with a brick, thereupon 
Smith shot Virgin killing him on the 
spot. The Smiths fled to Springtiold 
Mo., and were not captured till :i 
weeks ago. On their return to Clin- 
ton Robt. Smith died with consump- 
tion and the case of the other brother 
as accessory, was continued as here- 
tofore stated. 

Joe Ncilcy a negro preacher, was at 
this court, sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for 3 years for attempted rapeon 
a little colored girl last year. The other 
cases before the court are mainly 
trivial and will bo summarily dispos- 
ed of. 

On Monday arternoon this town 
was startled bv the report or a most 
brutal tragedy enacted about 4 miles 
In the country. Win. Waldrop 
several years ago married a sister or 
Jacob Roller and one child was tho 
issue of the union. Woldrop's wife 
having died, he became the legal 
guardian of his child's interest in the 
Holler cstato which adjoined tho farm 
of said Jacob Roller. For somo time 
the aforementioned men have had a 
contention concerning the cross fence 
between their farms and on lastMon- 
day the quarrel being renewed, Rol- 
ler seized a large club with which he 
struck Woldrop on the head fractur- 
ing his skull, from tho effects of which 
injury lie died in a few hours. Rol- 
ler left lor parts unknown and has 
not yet been apprehended. Both 
parties were considered quiet, law 
abiding citizens and the terrible trag- 
edy is much regretted throughout 
this vicinity. 

On yesterday one "Bagby" a long, 
gaunt, ungainly specimen or the 
"genus homo" from cast Hickman, 
was arraigned before his Honor 
Judge Campbell on the charge of 
stealing 11 cars of com; but the of- 
fense being so trivial (ho case was 
dismissed. Bagby was accompanied 
to town by a cortain unsophisticated 
"saffron lined maiden, into whose 
heart I lie arrow of cupid had entered : 
who felt the magnetic thrill 
of her companion's electric 
touch and whose heart beat 
in hearty response to the cloquont 
pleadings oflove's persuasive tones. 
This maiden, witli a noble desire to 
vindicate Bagby's character, conceiv- 
ed the idea of uniting her destiny 
with his: accordingly the twain pe- 
titioned for license to wed but the re- 
quest was refused because of the mi- 
nority of the damsel. However "noth- 
ing daunted" with ardor unsubdued, 
the courageous couplo hied them- 
selves to Tennessee and arc, ere this ) 
doubtless happy in tho full fruition 
of wedded bliss.

Origin of tlw, r„|„iu<r rrrjiullco Ai;utot t a 
bHfful l'ruft-isloA. 

Isiwyers have been tho subject ot 
satire and reproach in both pagan and 
Christian times.

Malaria has been known for uges. Il 
or curs in hot temperatures and near 
swamps and marshes, near shallow 
and uiuildy ponds. Ileal and States 
ire the principal forces that induce 
this annoying and often severe malady. 
Like nearly all other diseases, it comes 
in various degrees of seventy, depend- 
ing upon the activitv and nbuudaucc 
ot the Causes and tho susceptibility ol 
those who arc exposed to its influences. 
Heat und water induce vegetal and 
inlmal decay. Tho process of decay 
^onorates certain fornta, that are so 
lull! as to bo easily wafted long dis- 
tances on the air. 

A- warm seasons lengthen and high 
temperature strengthens, the malaria 
uoeomea more and inoiv severe nnd 
fatal. Malaria generated in marshes 
covered Willi a mixture of sail and 
fresh water, is often unusually severe 
Malaria is usually limited to low 
;ro0tda. Heal and moisture are the 

ordinary causes of malaria, When 
oueu generated it spreads slowli 
dirougll tho air, or by it is wafted to 
adjacent lauds, unless its course is 
chocked by forests, walls and hills. 
Malaria may travel long distances bl 
water, and spread over localities thai 
Fortn-

The severity and fatality of i> ilariid 
fever depends upon the heat, moisture 
and the amount of vegetal decay oc- 
. erring iu company. And so it hup- 
pens that it is more mild in mbdorali< 
lomperetnres, and more severe and 
pernicious in high. Malarious maladies 
may be checked, or cured, if those 
Kneiod by them move to some more 
genial cl mate. Ktdu if cured, the suf- 
I'erer may be revisited by the disease 
so long its he remains under tho iutfii- 
inue oi the cause. Ill) CUD not fully 
regain his former si rcngth of mind and 
butly, but these will gradually lessen 
until booan no longer iivo. It maynol 
quickly and greatly impair health, hul 
may often Induce other maladies that 
ill ial, I) weaken the system and uulit 
'. to meet and repel maladies. Chil- 
dren and adults hIioiiIiI always be kept 
well and vigorous, that they may be 
il,!- to repel the many evil influences 
>n which they are exposed. A poor 
•upply and a |n«,r kind of food will 
llmlniah this power of l-csistaneo to 
i luiusliug influences. 
These fails indicate what those 
'.I dp who live in malarial districts. 
,Vish to resist influences to disas- 
trous to health ami life. With all the 
ollorts to resist these Influences, the 
discus ' may cine und art can not en- 
tirely remove its severity, but may 
greatly mitigate it. One means of do 
ing so is to largely diminish the amount 
of moisture in the soil on which they 
live. Dwellings should be placed on 
high and well drained hinds. The 
drains should lie so deep as to re- 
move moisture from the subsoil. 
Drainage contribtilcs not only to curly 
and remunerative crops, but to health 
and Comfort Houses should be 
so placed that the prevailing 
winds may not drive malarial Influ- 
ences into tliein, or into their vi- 
einity. The more distant they are 
from malarial sources of disease, tho 
surer they are lo bo free from this 
source of disease and suD'eriug. Avoid, 
then, slowly moving and muddy rivers, 
whose Shores are widely covered with 
watery and decomposing vegetable and 
animal nuitcpals. If house* must bo 
built iu malarial localities, encircle 
them with growing trees that naturally 
absorb large quantities of moistlue, 
and so remove one cause of generating; 
malaria. The location of a dwelling, 
then, should be well drained. It should 
be encircled, but nol densely shndod, 
by rank growing plants or tries. Kven 
in the temperate /one , we perceive bint 
odors rismg from eosspools and sewers 
in the early morning nnd late evening 
hours. • 

Those, then, who reside in malarial 
districts should guard against exposures 
to malaria whilst the sunny rays uro 
absent. txperioOOO shows that very 
little, if any, danger is incurred, if ex- 
posed during the warm parts of the 
day. As malarla'is heavier than alt it 
creeps upon Ihe surface and rises us the 
expanded air lifts il up. And we lind 
it safer in malarious distr'cl s to enter 
the outer air al midday than in the 
early morning hours. And then again 
as malaria sinks in the evening and 
keeps near the surface of the earth, it 
rarely is found above four feet above 
the surface. We inav inhale it if we 
sleep near the level o/ the ground. Up- 
per rooms are always safer, freer from 
malaria than the lower ones. Our 
readers must see the use of keeping tho 
house warm and dry, and the adjacent 
lands free from decaying inater'uds.
